The Minister said that the pre-} 
eent Cabinet, which had the indus- 
triglisntion- of the hee amon 
its chief: planks, : attache’ “speci. 
importance to the perfection of 
meéans of communication. “In many 
localities, he said, the wish was 
very carnestly expressed for the 
laynug of railways, and the authori- 
ties Intended to mect these wishes 
as far as the circumstances per- 
mitted. At the end of last year, 
the total tength ofthe Government 
railways .was some 8,000 miles, and 
when the length of the local. rail- 
Ways and light railways was“added, 
the aggregate length reached 13,000 
miles. There ought: to be further 
extensions, however, in order ‘to 
Meet the actual needs, Unfortu- 
nately, the ' economic _ depression 
which had beea present for the past 
few years bad coused a decline in 
the railway revenue, with the result
